HELPS PRODUCE 
SMART EFFECTS

YE make-up can be the most 

obvious and most unattrac- 

tive of all “beauty aids when 
done by unskilled hands—but it 
can be the mast valued and en- 
banc ng 
trick when 
done by deft 
and wisely- 
guided fin- 
gers: BY 
proper use of 
eye skradow 
and lash 
datkener — 
and properly 
shaped brows 
— one’s e€n- 
tire facial 
ensemble is 
made more 
balanced and 
lovely. 

Beautiful eyes do not depend 
on make-up alone, However, but 
on well-cared -for eyes and 
lashes. Eye care takes so little 
time that there is really no ex- 
cuse for ragged brows, sparse 
lashes ond dull, uninteresting 
eyes. The very simple habit of 
brushing the lashes and brows, 
which takes no more than twen- 
ty seconds, stimulates their 
growth, and when done regularly 
trains the lashes to curl upward 
coquettishly and makes the 
brows sweep into a w2ll-grecomed 
becoming line. 

Oil these little hairs each night 
with a special pomads or with 
vaseline cr olive oil. The oil 
makes them more luxurious and 
glistening and lovely. Brush 
them again after you have ap- 
plied vour make-up to :emove 
any strain grains of powder or 
particles of dried skin. And don't 
forget the nightly beauty bath 
for the eyes. A gentle washing 
with a commercial eye wash or 

a solution of boric acid removes 
particles of dust that have ac- 
cumulated during the day and 
soothes your eyes when they are 
tired or irritated. 

And now a few pointers on eye 
shadow. If your hair is black or 
dark brown, you should use a 
black eyebrbow pencil and mas- 
cara and the color of eye shadow 
that brightens and enhances 
your eyes most, If your eyes are 
brown, it will pay you to do a 
little experiménting before de- 
ciding on one color of eye 
shadow. There is one lovely new 
bronze shadow that is becoming 
to some and there are intcrest- 
ing two-toned effects that can be 
obtained by the use of two col- 
ors of eye shadow, such as greei) 
and brown or purple and brown. 
Be very careful about using 
brown alone, however. ; 

For a very simple and demure 
make-up do not attempt the 
two-tened effect or anything ob- 
vious. Use just the tiniest 
amount of blue-green, or purple 
or bronze shadow. Blend it a lit- 
tle heavier on the lower half of 
the lid and let it fade into noth- 
ingness toward the brow. A thin 
film of any beauty cream adds a 
subtle luster to your eyes when 
used alone or over your eye 
shadow. 

In general, the blue and blue- 
gray eye shadowsjare best for 
persons with. blue, gray or green 
eyes, Green is very effective on 
some brunettes, some blondes 
and redheads. Purple eye shadow 
is usually am evening shade, but 
if used lightly and skilfully it 
can be used for daytime wear. It 
is most flattering for very dark 
blue or hazen eyes. 4 

There are some rules on eye- 
lash and brow darkeners, too, 
that som of you would do well 
to heed. Regardless of the color 
of your eyes, the mascara and 
eyebrow dafkener should blend 
with the hair coloring. Those 
who bleach or dye their hair 
must not forget this important 
fact, for the natural color of the 
brows will givé them away. If 
your hair is medium brown or 
any of the titian shades, a dark 
brown lash and brown coloring 
should be used, for blondes a 
light brown lash and brow color 
are most harmonious—for day- 
time make-up. 

At night you can be a bit 
bolder and select your lash and 

brow coloring and your eye 
shadow according to the effect 
you wish to create. There are 
now very dark green and purple 
“cosmetiques” for your lashes 
and brows if they naturally tend 
to be dark. For those of me- 
dium colering and for blondes, 
there is a dark, dark blue mas- 
cara that does lovely, mysterious 
things for your,.eyes. 

And you can do tricks with 
your eyebrow pencil. You can 
draw a line very near tc the 
lashes of the upper lid to give 
depth and brilliance to your cyes 
without a ‘sign of artifice, OF; 
you can draw a tiny line from 
the outer corner of each eye to 
give. them a more exotic or Or- 
ental expression. Eye make-up 
is an art worth studying!

MOTHERS GUIDE 
CHILD'S FEARS 


By J4.E& HERBERT GOWARD 
OAN had never been on the 
slide that takes the children 
into the kiddies’ pool with a 
splash.

Where Ignorance is Bliss

Nev- 
ertheless the young child’s sur- 
roundings need to be reasonably 
safe. Instruments with which 
he might destroy himself, fire, 
sharp knives. should not be left 
where they invite experimenta- 
tion. He should be kept away 
from deep water and taught to 
swim at an early age. A child 
can enioy freedom in this way 
and still be kept safe from bodily 
harm. 

Minimizing Danger 


It is wiser by far to make 
safety possible than to think of 
it as the time to save arrives. 
Further, if a child is safe he 
feels safe. and grows up with 
the idea that he can take care 
of himself. This approach is 
necessary if we hope to teach 
the safe use of matches and 
sharp instruments. In the mean- 
time he can be taught that a 
match should be blown out im- 
mediately after using, if invited 
to do it. Also teach that there 
is no mystery about knives and 
scissors. One uses them for cut- 
ting,“and provide the experience

Majorca and American 
Tourists ... The Soviets 


Buy American Cot’on 


HE imprisonment of five 

Americens, inciuding one wo- 
man, by the authorities on the 
resort island of Majorca, one 
of the Balearic group in the 
Mediterranean tocuses attention 
on a place that prior to the 
World War was practically un- 
known to Americans. But tour- 
ists have sung the praises of 
Majorca, its ‘eauties and eco- 
nomical living standards and so 
brought it Out into a place in 
che sun. 

Majorea, (Mallorca to the 
Spaniard) is the largest of that 
group of islands lying more than 
100 miles south of Barcelona, 
Spain. With an area of about 
1,300 square miles, divided be- 
tween high mountains and low 
rich plains, it offers scenery and 
contrast in climate. The true, 
Majorcan, although akin to the 
Catalans, is a peaceful, content- 
cd individual, with none of the 
fiery characteristics of the sons 
of Spain. A few years ago it was 
possible to rent a house of five 
rooms open gallery «nd gardens 
looking towards the sea for 100 
pesetas or about $8. Today, due 
tu the influx of Americans and 
Englishmen, prices for everything 
have been raised considerably. 

The peaceful Majorcans seem 
to have iesented the foreign 
visitors, their English newspaper, 
their dancehalls and particular- 
ly their manners. For a long 
time the visitors’ worst enemy 
has. been Foreign Minister Fer- 
nando de Los Rios, who has had 
no compunction about criticizing 
Americans and other tourists. 
When he was a member of the 
Chamber of Deputies in 1920, 
Senor de Los Rios denounced 
America for “its insatiable land 
hunger” and its increasing en- 
croachments in Latin American 
afiairs. He contended that the 
seizure of Mexico was only a 
question of time. 

Senor de Los Rios is one of 
the tinest legal,minds in Spain. 
He was Minister of Finance after 
King Alfonso’s downfall and has 
worked zealously ior a renascence 
of Latin culture. The son cf a 
university professor, he was for 
many years professor in the 
University of Madrid and is the 
autho: of many books. Messages 
from abroad do not disclose just 
how Senor de Los Rigs figures in 
ihe controversy concerning the 
five imprisoned Americans. Jt is 
Dossible that the prisoners may 
be the innocent victims of the 
actions of other Americans who 
should never have been per- 
mitted to stray from their own 
Main Street. speakeasies. Suffice 
to say, the little village of Palma, 
where the Americans were 1m- 
prisoned was violently outraged 
by the behavior of some of its 
visitors and the Catholic clergy 
became aroused. 

Since George Sand journeyed

F THE United States finally 

consents to recognize Soviet 
Russia, much credit will be due 
short, thick - set, smooth - faced 
Foreign Commissar Maxim Lit- 
vinoff. 

During the recent World Eco- 
nomic Conference ia London, 
Commissar Litvinoff was a yery 
busy man. He dashed about ton- 
ferring in fluent English and ex- 
changing go - getter handshakes 
with his fellow delegates. With 
Raymond Moley, Assistant Sec- 
retary of State, he arranged for 
Soviet cotton purchases amount- 
ing to between $3,000,000 and 
$4,000,000 through the Recon- 
etruction Finance Corporation. 
He also adjusted trade difficul- 
ties with Great Britain and 
scored other diplomatic suc- 
cesses in behalf of the Soviet 
Union. 

The cotton financing plan ar- 
ranged by the Moley - Litvinoff 
conferences means that the Re- 
construction Finance Corpora- 
tion will lend money to exporters 
in America, not directly to Rus- 
sia, for the financing: of the pur- 
chase of 60,000 to 80,600 bales of 
cotton in the open market. Credit 
will be extended for one year at 
five percent interest, secured by 
the Amtorg Trading Corporation, 
which is an American corpora- 
tion owned by the Russian Gov- 
ernment. 

According to official announce- 
ment, the Amtorg Trading Cor- 
poration will pay thirty percent 
of the purchase price at the 
time of shipment of the cotton 
which is expected to be made by 
the end of July. 

So, for the first time since the 
World War, the United States 
Government has sanctioned a 
business deal with Russia. It is 
therefore expected that efforts 
will be made to arrange similar 
loans for the purchase of ma- 
chinery, copper, sugar, textiles
